STIPULATION OF DISMISSAL 



The United States of America and the Respondent, Marvin 
Vigil, through his attorney, hereby enter into the following 
stipulation pursuant to Rule 41(a) (1) (A) (ii) : 

1. The United States, pursuant to lawful procedures, 
certified the Respondent as a sexually dangerous person under 
Title 18, United States Code, Section 4248. 

2. Upon a more detailed review of the Respondent's 
condition, the United States is willing to dismiss this case and 
release the Respondent from custody, to begin serving any balance 
of his period of parole under his original supervised release 
term and any supervised release conditions imposed now or at any 
time during that supervised release term. 

3. Respondent will be released from custody upon the 
signing of this stipulation by all parties. Upon his release the 
Respondent shall report to the District of New Mexico Parole 
Office within seventy- two (72) hours of his release. 
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4. The balance of Respondent's supervised release term will 



be deemed to have begun as of the date of his actual release from 
custody. 

5. The attorney for the Respondent, by signing this 
stipulation consenting to the order of dismissal, certifies to 
the Court that he has obtained the specific authority from his 
client to sign this stipulation. 

WHEREFORE, the parties stipulate that this case should be 
DISMISSED.
